A 
tasteful musician, he prefers using 
Marshal Amps and Boss distortion 
pedals. The Ibanez Universe fills 
his dreams every night, as Spencer 
may very well sell his soul for such 
a unique instrument. 

Spence’s music genre of choice 
is progressive melodic alternative 
death metal. Such bands as 
Necrophagist, Messugah, and 
Cannibal Corpse as well as 
guitarists Yngwie Malmsteen and 
Steve Vai have served as major 
influences for Spencer. If you want 
to really annoy Spencer, playing 
alternative hipster music is the 
way to go. His music idols include 
such musicians as Muhammed 
Suicmez, Steve Vai, Glen Gould, 
Jeff Loomis, and of course Yngwie 
Malmsteen. Muhammed Suicmez, 
in fact, is Spencer's favorite 
modern day guitarist. Currently, 
his favorite song is Toccata and 
Fugue in D Minor by the famous 
composer, Bach. 

Political bands, especially Rage 
Against the Machine, are what first 
inspired Spence to pick upa guitar 
He started out by playing classical 
songs, moved to metal, and has 
since been practicing scales and 
working on his improvising skills. 
Other instruments that have 
peaked his interest are the piano 
and violin; he has never taken harp 
lessons. Spencer currently enjoys 
playing death metal the most. 
Spence keeps being motivated to 
play guitar because he just doesn’t 
want to get worse, which he won't 
since he plays guitar at least three 
hours every day. Since he started, 
the longest he has gone without 
playing guitar is about three days. 

Spencer gives particular 
interest to the B note and 
claims he has nearly mastered 
it. Favoring the harmonic scale, 
Spencer has the desire to create 
his own metal band. He plans to 


name his band Canis Majoris (the 
name of the largest star so far 
discovered) and he wants to make 
it an instrumental band, meaning 
there will be no vocals and instead 
emphasis will be put on the 
instruments. After high school, 
Spencer aims to join the Berkeley 
College of Music and get a degree 
in composition. Further into the 
future, Spencer wants to teach 
private guitar lessons as well as 
compose his own music. Spencer 
says he would be unhappy without 
guitars because they help him 
deal with bitter emotions. 

In the interview for this article, 
Spencer answered some tough, 
and somewhat off topic, questions 
that will right now be revealed. 
Spence most considers himself a 
Nihilist and considers Paganism 
and Christianity to be among his 
most laughable religions. He also 
considers a Republic to be his 
government of choice. If the ghost 
of Bach came to Spencer and 
offered him three wishes, Spence 
would ask that Bach give him 
credit for composing the Goldberg 
Variations. Spence would also ask 
Bach to take him under his wing 
and play a solo just for him. 

Spencer's advice for those 
starting to play an instrument 
is to focus on quality and not 
worry about speed.

Over the 
years, Spencer has grown not only 
as a musician, but as a person and 
truly enjoys playing and listening 
to music. He just really wishes he 
knew if Messugah is going to play 
in America, and when the new 
Necrophagist album is coming 
out.

SHOULD PRAYER BE 
ALLOWED IN SCHOOL?

Prayer in schools is one of the 
most discussed topics by teachers, 
principals, and Board Chairs across 
the U.S. 

Are kids allowed to pray to their 
Deities during school hours? The 
answer to this is Yes — if the prayer 
does not interfere with their 
school schedule. In other words, 
kids are permitted to 
pray to their Deities 
if and only if they 
are not disturbing 
other classmates 
or taking time out 
of their teacher's 
schedule, and they 
are respecting school rules. The 
times they are allowed to pray 
to their Deities would be before 
school, during break, at lunch, or 
after school. Kids are allowed to 
pray during classes if the teacher 
is notified and has cleared it, 
and if they are not disrupting 
anyone else. Prayer groups can 
be organized as an extracurricular 
activity, and the school has 
to provide the same facilities 
to them as it would any other 
extracurricular program. It is not 
allowed for a school to provide 
its facilities to, say, a Pagan Ritual 
Circle, but deny a Christian Prayer 
Group the right to the same 
facilities or facilities equal to those 

that the Pagan Ritual Circle have 


access to. 

Now, this all seems very fair to 
me, however | feel the need to 
bring up another issue similar to 
this one — should prayer be taught 
in school. Now, there really isn’t 
any way to factually present this; 
it is based almost purely on an 
individual's opinion.

What to do 
with the flu?

Flu season is upon the world leaving many 
people home from work and school. This year 
influenza virus is known to the people as the 
swine flu, or the H1N1 subtype virus. The virus 
has strands the trace back to four different 
types of influenza virus coming from pigs, birds 
and humans. The swine flu is different from any 
virus in recent years. The virus’s tendency is to 
attack younger healthier people. Each year an 
estimated 250,000 to 500,000 people die from 
all types of influenza worldwide. This year’s 
confirmed death toll due to swine flu is about 
5000. Many local health officials are struggling 
to find ways to slow the spread of the virus. 
Simple instructions that many students have 
heard their entire life like, cover your cough, 
wash your hands and stay home when you are 
sick are being spread all over the news. 

It is estimated by the Oregon Health 
Department that around one third of the 
Pacific Northwest will get infected with the 
H1N1 virus. The most susceptible age group 
this season is infants to young children. 
Although the vaccine is available to our area 
public schools are only providing the vaccine 
for grades k-5 at present, which leads other 
students to call their local health clinics and 
family doctors to arrange for themselves to 
get vaccinated. The vaccine for the virus hasn’‘t 
been tested as thoroughly as other forms 
of vaccines, which leaves doctors in unique 
position when it comes to recommending the 
vaccine. Also, while the cost of a mass H1N1 
vaccination would is around 18 billion dollars 
for the government, Obama’s administration 
only asked for 2.7 billion dollars in emergency 
flu vaccination spending. 

Another problem with the vaccine is it is 
available but not in major amounts. Only in 
recent weeks has the vaccine slowly trickled 
into the hands of medical practitioners in 
Clatsop County. Most clinics will not allow 
older individuals to get vaccinated, because 
they haven received enough doses. The 
vaccine is available through a direct injection 
with a needle or with a nasal spray to both 
nostrils. 

Out of fear of infection for their employees 
and patients, many local hospitals are cutting 
back on visitation hours and who can visit 
patients. OHSU and some Local hospital's 
intensive care units will not let children 
below the age of five visit the campus. Also, 
only select individuals are allowed to visit the 
prenatal section of the hospital. 


Some common misconceptions about the 
flu were that this strand came directly from 
pigs, which spread to the mass media. Many 
countries went crazy in an attempt to stop 
pork from being consumed and killed their 
population of pigs. On April 29, 2009 the 
Egyptian government ordered the slaughter 
of all pigs in Egypt. On April 27, Azerbaijan 
imposed a ban on import of animal husbandry 
products from America. Any Chinese citizen 
who had traveled to an infected area of the 
world and experienced flu like symptom, had 
to be separated and quarantined. On June 11, 
2009 the World Health Organization named 
the H1N1 virus a pandemic, the first since the 
Hong Kong Flu in 1968. 

Although the threat of getting infected 
is scary, 77 percent of the world will not 
get infected. Some simple steps can be 
taken to dramatically reduce your chance of 
contracting the virus, including: avoiding 
crowds, making sure you rest at night, washing 
your hands, regular exercise, consuming a 
healthy diet that consists of whole grain, 
fresh fruits, vegetables and lean meat. Also 
consider talking to your doctor about the pros 
and cons of the vaccine, and when it will be 
available to you.

Baking Sophie style: Chocolate cookies with powdered sugar

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Ingredients: 
Ya cup shortening 
2 cups of white sugar 
4 large eggs 
2 teaspoons of vanilla extract 
2 cups of all-purpose flour 
1 cup of unsweetened cocoa 
powder 
1 teaspoon of salt 
2 teaspoons of baking powder 
1 cup of confectioners’ sugar 


Directions: 


1.) Ina large mixing bowl, 
combine the shortening and 
sugar. Stir slowly and gradually 
beat in the eggs one ata time. 
Then carefully add the vanilla into 
the mixture. The concoction will 
appear cream-like. Next combine 
the flour, cocoa, baking powder 
and salt. Blend them together in 
a bowl. Make sure each of these 
ingredients are fully mixed, then 
stir the substance from the bowl 
into the cream mixture. Lastly, and 
most importantly, cover the dough 
and chill for at least an hour and 
five minutes. 

2.) Preheat oven to 350 degrees. 
Bit by bit, roll the dough into small 
cookies or balls. After you have 


rolled all the dough into balls, roll 
the balls into confectioner’s sugar. 
Place the cookies 2 inches apart 
onto the cookie sheet. Bake for 11 
to 12 minutes in the preheated 
oven. 

Cooling directions: Allow 
cookies to cool on baking sheet for 
4-5 minutes before removing to 
a wire rack to fully chill. After the 
cookies have completely cooled, 
you can serve and enjoy this 
wonderful Christmas snack.

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Is lying OK?

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Lying has existed ever since man 
could speak. Lying is a crucial part 
of our daily existence as humans. 
Or is it? Maybe | lied to you just 
now and you don’t even know 
it. Or do you? No one will ever 
know because you could be lying 
about knowing that the previous 
sentence was a lie. As we can 
see, lying is a powerful tool and 
should only be used in the hands 
of trained professionals. But as 
humans, everyone has the choice 
to tell the truth or lie. 

Consider this: “This sentence is 
a lie” Is the sentence a lie? If the 
sentence was true, then it is a lie; 
but if it’s a lie like that the sentence 
is telling us, then it can’t be true 
and therefore is the truth. But the 
sentence is a lie and so it can’t be 
the truth. This is lying’s greatest 
paradox. You can’t always take 
things at face value, because as the 
paradox teaches, it could be a lie in 
itself. 

Lying can be used to escape 
many scenarios and also be 
incredibly beneficial to the public. 
Washington Post journalist, Janet 
Cooke, won a Pulitzer Prize for a 
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story called Jimmy's World,” about 
an 8-year-old heroin addict. The 
problem was, she made up the 
whole thing, and had to give back 
her Pulitzer. But she came out a 
winner when she sold the movie 
rights to her story. But think about 
it — | could have easily made this 
up, but | didn’t because it is 100% 
true. 

When lying, you must choose 
which kind of lie to use very 
carefully. There are many kinds 
of lie one can choose from. A 
common type of lie is a fabrication, 
which is when someone states 
something is true, when really they 
made it up. This is not to say that 
the fabrication can't be true or isn’t 
true, it just means it is not based on 
any facts. A very commonly used lie 
is the white lie. If discovered, white 
lies don’t have major consequences 
for either party. They are often used 
to avoid offense, by, for example, 
someone complementing a 
friend’s sweater when he really 
thinks it's ugly. One type of lie, 
perjury, is when a person lies about 
any material matter while under 
oath. Perjuries typically have heavy 
consequences. Lying by omission is 
leaving out an important fact with 
the intention of leaving someone 
with a misconception. 

Some people are quite skilled 
in the art of lie detection. They 
are able to detect lies by facial 
expression, cadence of speech, 


certain movements, and other 
methods. According to David J. 
Lieberman PhD in Never Be Lied to 
Again: How to Get the Truth in Five 
Minutes or Lessin Any Conversation 
or Situation, these methods can be 
effectively learned.

Without lies, our 
world as we know could quickly 
collapse and the very fabric of 
society could fall apart (This may 
be a lie).

Tech Corner: 
the Amazon 
Kindle

Here's a great new gadget for 
all of you book readers out there. 
Actually, there are a few electronic, 
handheld libraries, and they may 
soon beat the ongoing trend of 
paper (also called dead tree) books. 
When looking to purchase such a 
device, most people look at three 
main factors: the size of the screen, 
the brightness of the screen, and 
price. The two main e-readers on 
the market today are Amazon's 
Kindle and Barnes and Noble's 
Nook. Recently, though, Amazon 
has released the Kindle 2. Unless 
you're looking to spend almost 
$500 instead of about $250-300, 
you should stick with the original. 

These electronic reading devices 
are great for the leisurely reader 


and make very decent Christmas 
gifts. In the case of many of these 
devices, you can download books 
onto the e-reader and read anytime, 
anywhere, even out in the sun 
as most of them prevent glare. Is 
this capturing your 
attention? If so, 
you are probably 
wondering which 
one of these you 
should get. Well 
your friendly local 
newspaper is here 
to tell you. 

The Kindle 
and the Nook, in 
terms or price, 
are pretty well 
matched at a 
little above 
$250 for each 
of them. 
The Nook 
features a 
color screen 
also a second, 
smaller screen for book covers 
that looks very nice in full color. 
The Nook has a lending feature 


and 


that allows for a person to lend a 
book to another person's iPhone, 
Blackberry, iPod Touch, Nook, and 
other smart devices. While a book 
is being lent, the owner cannot 
access the book and it can be lent 

for up to two weeks. The 


rte Nook features an “E Ink” 


screen, also available 
on the Kindle 2, which 
displays eBooks 
“clearer than actual 
_ book text" according to 
» the folks at Barnes and 
» Noble. You can make 

the font as large and 
small as you want as 
well. Unlike the Kindle, 
the Nook’s keyboard 
only appears when 
you need it, similar to 
the iPhone. A great 
bonus for the Nook is 
that Barnes & Nobles’ 
has over 1 million titles 
to choose from and thousands of 
older titles are free. The Nook has 
been criticized for being somewhat 
sluggish, but Barnes & Noble has 
plans to correct that in the near 
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future. 

The Kindle wins in that its books 
are mostly cheaper than Barnes & 
Nobles; and the Kindle has a 30 day 
return policy for books and doesn't 
charge a fee, while the Nook has a 
14 day return policy and charges 
a 10% restocking fee. The Kindle 
also offers free internet and you 
can download and read the first 
chapters of a book before you buy 
it. Free internet means you can 
have access to Wikipedia almost 
anywhere. The Kindle has a feature 
that will read any book, unless the 
author prohibits it, to you so you 
don't even have to read to enjoy a 
book. 

There are more and more 
features being constantly added to 
both these devices, as well as other 
e-Readers. It’s a close call to say 
which one is better, but you really 
can't go wrong with either of them. 
If you're planning to get one as a 
gift for Christmas, you may want a 
Kindle because the Nook will not 
be made fully available until mid 
January.

Angels and Airwaves

Angels and Airwaves (AVA) 
are an alternative rock band that 
formed under lead singer Tom 
Delonge, after his former band, 
Blink-182 went into an indefinite 
hiatus. The band consists of Tom 
Delonge (vocals/ guitar), David 
Kennedy — (guitar, keyboard, 
synthesizer), Matt Wachter (bass 
guitar, backing vocals, synthesizer, 
keyboard) and Adam _ Willard 
(drums, percussion). They have 
released two albums named 
“We Don’t Need A Whisper” and 
“Empire.” Both share similar 
sounds. Fans have said that the 
music this band has created can 
make any depressed person 
feel better. A third album titled 
“Love” is slated for a release on 
Valentine’s Day of 2010. All three 
albums are considered to be a 
concept album because each 
tells a continuous story of finding 
love on the battlefield during the 
middle of a war. 

After the hiatus of Blink-182 
in February 2005 due to conflict 
between Delonge and other band 


members, he disappeared from 
the media. Half a year later when 
he finally spoke publicly through 
Kerrang! Magazine, he announced 
the name of the new band Angels

and Airwaves. Where he derived 
the name is currently unknown. 
Their first album “We Don’t Need 
A Whisper” began to be formed a 
little after the hiatus of Blink-182. 
This album was released early due 
to someone hacking and taking 
four of their demos. A song named 
“The Adventure” was leaked onto 
radio stations which led 
to the early release of the 
song. The album reached 
fourth on the billboard 200 
and was certified gold. 
During their creation 
of “I-Empire” their former 
bassist Ryan Sinn left due to 
conflicts he had with the rest 
of the band. He was quickly 
replaced with Wachter and 
the band soon finished 
their second album. Also, 
as with the original album, 
songs were leaked onto 
the internet. “Everything's 
Magic,’ the first single that 
was leaked, became one of 
the most requested songs 
on the radio station KROQ 
in California and reached 
a peak at number three on 
iTunes Rock Chart before 
the album had even been

released. Unlike the previous 
however, AVA discontinued the 
use of heavy sound effects. On 
November ist the album was 
released and it reached number 
nine on the Billboard 200. 

Today, with the reunited 
Blink-182, Delonge still works on 
creating the third album for Angels 
and Airwaves. Like its predecessors, 
this album has had many demos 
leaked onto the internet. Many of 
these new demos have a different 
feeling to them then from the 
songs in the past, Delonge saying it 
has a progressive rock kind of taste 
to it. It has rising anticipation and 
high expectations from fans, most 
already enjoying the sounds on the 
demos. 

Many of the songs have been 
featured on television. “The 
Adventure” has been their most 
featured song where it has been 
used on shows such as Dancing 
with the Stars, X-Play, Smallville 
and several sports commercials. 
Another song titled as “Secret 
Crowds” has been shown on the 
drama One Tree Hill, where the 
band members were playing in 
concert on the show.

In this college review you will 
learn about Reed College in our 
own state of Oregon. 

Reed College is a distinguished 
college for having 10-1 student 
to faculty ratio. Each class is more 
or less like a discussion instead of 
a lecture (which is the common 
form of teaching). The students 
have to come to class ready and 
involved in their subjects to be able 
to learn what they need to know. 
The teachers also work together 
with the students to create a 
better learning environment. The 
larger lecture styled classes are still 
found in Reed and are still good 
classes. Reed College also doesn't 
emphasize on grades, instead they 
focus on learning. 

According to the _ school, 
"Students are encouraged to 
focus on learning, not on grades. 
Students are evaluated rigorously, 


and semester grades are filed 
with the registrar, but by tradition, 
students do not receive standard 
grade reports. Papers and exams are 
generally returned to students with 
lengthy comments but without 
grades affixed. There is no dean's 
list or honor roll, and Reed does not 
award Latin honors at graduation." 
So if you are planning on heading 
out to Reed after high school then 
you better get ready to learn. 


Reed College divides _ its 
academic program into five 
separate divisions, arts, history 


and social studies, literature and 
language, mathematics and natural 
science, and philosophy, religion, 
psychology, and linguistics. Art 


classes range from dancing, music 
and different theater departments 
like plays and acting. History and 


social studies classes include 
history, anthropology, economics, 
political science, sociology 
departments and an International 
and Comparative Policy Studies 
Program. The literature and 
language division has the largest 
variety of classes, classics, Chinese, 
English, French, German, Russian, 
Spanish classes and creative writing 
and general literature programs. 
Mathematics and natural science 
has mathematics (a little obvious), 
biology, Chemistry, and a physics 
department. Then the division of 
philosophy, religion, psychology, 
and linguistics has exactly the same 
classes as in its name. 

Reed College is also the only 
college to ever refuse to send states 
into the US News and World Report. 
Reed questioned the systems 


usefulness and for awhile the 
schools ranking was lower because 
of their lack in participation in the 
program. However Reed did submit 
their statistics to the Princeton 
Review in 2005 and Reed was 
ranked the No. 1 undergraduate 
school in the U.S. in overall 
academic experice. Many students 
say that Reed gives its students a 
large amount of freedom and has a 
safe and enjoyable atmosphere.

fill to capacity. In 2003, as some 
members approached graduation, 
the group officially separated from 
the school, and all but Trevor, Sam, 
Zach, and Timmy left the troupe. 
That same year, actor and filmmaker 
Darren Trumeter joined the group, 
creating the Whitest Kids U’ Know 
as we know them today. 

After they lost their deal with 
Fuse TV to renew their half-hour 
sketch comedy show after only 
the first season, they decided to 
work online. Their official website 
contains not only much information 
about the show, but also offers free 
sketches for anyone to download. 
In July of 2007, Trevor announced 
that the second season of their TV 
show would air on the Independent 
Film Channel (IFC). Today, Season 4 
is being shot and will probably air 
sometime in 2010. 

Trevor and Zach _ recently 
completed production for their 
comedy Miss March, which they 
wrote, directed, and starred in. 
The film received pretty negative 
reviews most likely due to his dark 
humor that didn’t quite click with 
some of the critics.

Caverns—we see them in 
numerous media sources from the 
movie scene, to TV, to brochures, to 
the internet. Despite which type of 
public advertising caverns receive, 
these caves have always appeared 
mysterious while maintaining their 
adventurous appeal. One of the 
most widely known cavern systems 
throughout the United States is 
Carlsbad National Park. This National 
Park remains one of the oldest and 
most extraordinary cavern systems 
known worldwide. Spanning across 
the Texas and Mexico border in the 
Guadalupe Mountains, the Carlsbad 
Caverns are the main attraction to 
the thousands of tourists visiting 
the gorgeous southeastern New 
Mexico. 

Over 1,000 years ago, early Native 
Americans explored Carlsbad 
Caverns in order to find a source of 
shelter. There is evidence indicating 
that the prehistoric Native 


Americans thrived while living in 
the Carlsbad Cavern. Fortunately, 
they left behind rather mysterious 
drawings on the cave walls located 
near the caverns natural entrance. 


Several centuries [a ring the 
early 1800s, new settlers ventured 
into the cavern, late one evening 
when the settlers were out and 
about, they witnessed the amazing 
exhibit of several hundreds of 
thousands of bats flying up and out 
of the “natural entrance” to Carlsbad 
Caverns. Historically speaking, 
the settlers are considered the 
discoverers of the cavern. Directly 
after the discovery of the cave, 
several individuals including Jim 
White (a cowboy) stayed at the 
cavern. These individuals resided 
in the caverns in order to mine the 
incredibly large deposits of bat 
guano that were located in the cave, 
they then usedthematerial collected 
as a natural resource or fertilizer. Jim 
soon became fascinated with the 
unbelievable cave and from then 
on the cowboy spent hours and 
years exploring its many wondrous 
places. Jim was excited and eager 
to inform the world of the extreme 
and shocking exquisiteness that this 
“natural beauty” (cavern) exhibited. 
Few believed White’s questionable 
tales of the underground cave 
formations. In order for the public 
to believe the rugged cowboy, it 
required photographs to prove 
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what he spoke of. Knowledge of 
Carlsbad Caverns soon spread 
world-wide, and by the year 1923 
the caves were proclaimed a 
national monument. Jim White 
continued his cave explorations, 
and eventually became the first 
chief ranger at the Caverns National 
Park. 

Ever since the Carlsbad Caverns 
founding, the park has been 
lengthened and today includes 
46,766 acres and more than 80 other 
smaller or minor caves. Carlsbad 
Caverns is popular specifically for its 
many unusual formations, such as 
helictites, which grow oddly without 
regard to gravity. When you're 
exploring the many wonders of the 
cave, one should stop to observe 
these helictites twisting crystal-like 
shapes, andthe numerous other rare 
formations composed of aragonite, 
which is a mineral that is chemically 
indistinguishable from calcite other 
then its unique crystal structure. 
These incredible shapes tend to 
be petite, and have an appearance 
similar to needle-like forms. 

Carlsbad Cavern’s other popular 


attraction is its sanctuary or refuge 
for almost 1million Mexican Freetail 
bats. Everyday a tourist is likely to 
gaze upon the exquisite crowd of 
bats on the ceiling of the Bat Cave, 
which is located at the passageway 
near the natural entrance of the 
Cavern. At nightfall, when the cave 
is a darkened refuge, the bats exit 
the cave in enormous yet elegant 
swarms, moving swiftly into the 
clouds. Each and every aspect 
of Carlsbad Caverns continues to 
astound the millions of tourists 
each year. No matter if you're hiking, 
exploring the caves, or passing 
through Chihuahuan Desert you'll 
instantly be fascinated with the 
exquisite scenery and shocking 
complexity of these breathtaking 
caves.
